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Washington County's 125th Birthday 


This issue of FLASHBACK is published on the 125th anniversary of the 
legislative act creating Washington County. In observance of the anni- 
versary, we present on the following pages an outline history of the 
county's first settlement and organization. 


The act creating Washington County was passed at a Special Session 
of the General Assembly of the Territory of Arkansas, held in the Town 
of Little Rock from October 6 to October 22, 1828, The act, approved 
by Governor George Izard on October 17, 1828, reads as follows: 


An act to lay off and erect a new county, in the northwest 
part of the Territory of Arkansas, to be called and known by the 
name of Washington. 


Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Territory 
of Arkansas that all that portion of the country bounded and de- 
scribed as follows, to wit: Beginning at a point where the west-—- 
ern boundary line of the territory strikes the northern boundary 
line of town twelve north; thence east with the northern boundary 
line of town twelve north to the western boundary line or range 
twenty-five west; thence north with said line to the southern 
boundary line of the state of Missouri; thence west with said 
boundary line to the southwest corner of the state of Missouri; 
thence south with the western boundary line of the Territory of 
Arkansas to the beginning, be constituted and erected into a new 
county to be called and known by the name of Washington; and 
henceforth the county of Loveley shall be extinguished, 


Sec, 2. And be it further enacted, That, from and after the 
taking effect of this act,the county hereby established shall be 
vested with all the privileges, powers,and immunities, of a sep- 
arate and distinct county. 


Sec. 3, And be it further enacted, that this act shall take 


effect,and be in force, from and after the first day of November 
next.

FORMATION OF THE COUNTY 


1816 - William Lovely, government Indian agent who lived on the Ark- 
ansas River, made an unauthorized purchase from the Osage Indians of 
the territory which is now northwest Arkansas and northeast Oklahoma, 


1817 - The United States made a treaty with the Cherokees, granting 
them lands that included Lovely's Purchase, and all white settlers 
were ordered off. 


1824 - Congress passed a bill extending the Arkansas boundary 40 
miles west, but the order of 18h7 still prevented white settlers, 


1827 - The Arkansas Territorial Legislature passed an act creating 
Lovely County, which included the "40-mile strip" in the Indian coun- 
try. This was an obvious attempt to open Lovely's Purchase to white 
settlers and several hundred did move in. 


1828 - A new treaty with the Cherokees established the present west- 
ern boundary. Thus, most of Lovely County became part of Indian Terri- 
tory. What was left of Lovely County became Washington County by act 
of October 17, 1828. It originally included all of what is now Wash- 
ington and Benton counties and parts of Madison and Carroll. The act 
creating Washington County is reproduced on page 1 of this issue, 


FIRST SETTLERS 


1819 ~- The first white man in what is now Washington County may have 
been Frank Pierce, a trapper and hunter who is said to have come up 
White River within 2 miles of where Fayetteville now is, 


1826 - Several white families settled in the western part of the 
county, among them McGarrah, Simpson, Spannon, Alexander, and Bean. 
They were ordered off the Cherokee lands by a company of soldiers from 
Fort Gibson but they did not leave, 


1827 - With the creation of Lovely County, other families started 
coming in, including the advance guard of the Cumberland Presbyterians 
from Pulaski County (Pyeatts, Carnahans, Buchanans, etc.). 


1828-1829 - Big influx of settlers, They located on Lee's Creek, 
Cove Creek, Middle Fork, Rychland Creek, and in the villages of Cane 
Hill, Evansville, Cincinnati, Rhea's, and Fayetteville. 


FIRST COUNTY GOVERNMENT 


T he first county officials, appointed in 1828, were Lewis Evans, 
sheriff; Larkin Newton, clerk; and John Skelton, coroner. The first 
county judge was appointed in 1830; he was Robert McCamy. 


Commissioners to locate the county seat, named in the act creating 
the county, were Lewis Evans, Larkin Newton, Samuel Vaughn, John Woody 
and Isaac Marrs, all of whom lived in the southwest part of the new 
county. They selected a central location, originally called Washington 
Court House but in a few months changed to Fayetteville. 


The first court was held March 1829, Judge James Woodson Bates pre- 
Siding. This court created four townships -- Vineyard, Cane Hill, 
Prairie, and Richland. It appointed John Wilson county surveyor. It 
ordered the first road worked from Fayetteville to the southern bound- 
ary of the county at Cove Creek, 


This court was held in the dwelling house of John McGarrah, who had 
built two log cabins. The sum of $49.75 was pppropriated for building 
a courthouse, The contract was awarded to Samuel Marrs, who built the 
first courthouse of logs. The first brick courthouse was built in 1838 
by contractor Wm, M. Kincaid for $5,000. The first jail was built in 
1839 of stone, with walls 42 inches thick. The contract was let to 
Matthew Leeper for $4,460. Archibald Yell was appointed to superintend 
its construction, 


Washington County's first representatives in the legislature were in 
1829 -- John Alexander in the lower house and James Billingsley in the 
upper house, 


Archibald Yell of Fayetteville became Arkansas! first Congressman in 
1836. In 1840 he was elected Governor of Arkansas, 


FIRST POSTOFFICES 


According to information from the Post Office Department in Washing- 
ton, the first postoffice in Washington County was called Washington 
Court House, established Feb. 9, 1829. The name of the postoffice was 
changed to Fayetteville six months later. 


The second postoffice was established at Vineyard on Feb. 21, 1829; 
and the name later changed to Evansville, The third postoffice was 
established at Cane Hill on Oct. 13, 1829, 


Other early postoffices in the county were:

Elias C. Boudinot 


Elias C, Boudinot, son of Kill-kee-nah, a Cherokee of royal lineage, 
later called Elias Bhudinot in honor of a Frenchman who was his de- 
voted friend when they were in school in Cornwall, Conn,, came to Fay- 
etteville in 1856. For a time he was associate editor of the Fayette- 
ville Arkansian. He was secretary of the Secession Convention in 1861. 
At the age of 25 he was made chairman of the Democratic State Central 
Committee, Espousing the cause of the Confederacy, he rose to be 
Lieutenant Colonel, Before the war, Boudinot was identified with all 
Civic life in Fayetteville, being a Councilman, an incorporator of 
schools, and seeking railroad connection for the town.....He was the 
soul of honor and chivalry, and knew nothing about fear,

(Editor's note: FLASHBACK has devoted a great deal of space to Civil 
War battles in which Washington County men took an important part. But 
while we were publishing the story of the battles of Prairie Grove and 
Pea Ridge, a new generation of fighting men was engaged in a bloody 
war in Korea, Among the troops in Korea was the 936th Field Artillery 
Battalion, composed of men from northwest Arkansas, Headquarters 
Battery of the 936th was almost exclusively Washington County. The 
936th F.A, was one of the first National Guard units to reach the 
front lines in Korea, entering combat in March 1951 and remaining con- 
tinually in line until March 1952. The 936th made an outstanding 
record in Korea and FLASHBACK is proud to present herewith the history 
of the Battalion, written by Capt. Carmen L. Lierly of Fayetteville, 
and the roster of the 936th which was sent to me on March 13, 1951, 
from APO 301, by Pfc, Joe B, Hurley, a graduate of the University and 
one of my former students. -- WJL) 


The History of the 936th Field Artillery Battalion 
by Capt. Carmen L. Lierly 


The distinctive insignia of the 936th Field Artillery Battalion is 
identical with that authorized for the 142nd Field Artillery Group, 
which consists of the shield and the motto. The red of Field Artillery 
forms a background for the three gules, in gold, which symbolize three 
periods of Federal service prior to 6 January 1941. 


SHIELD: Gules, in dexter chief, a sheathed Roman sword, symbolizing 
Spanish-American War service; in sinister chief, a cattle skull above 
a prickly-pear cactus, to represent the Mexican border service of the 
l42nd Field Artillery in 1916; in base of shield, a fleur-de-lis, to 
symbolize the service of the l42nd FA in France during the World War, 
1917-1918, 


The history of the 936th Field Artillery Battalion dates back to 
25 May 1898, when it was organized as the 2nd Arkansas Infantry from 
selected companies of Arkansas State Guard, This unit was brought into 
being at Camp Dodge, Little Rock, with 1000 officers and men. From 
Little Rock the unit was ordered to Chickamauga Park, Georgia, for 
training and possible service in the Spanish-American hostilities. 
This unit did not engage in active combat, but it was equipped and 
trained, and was mustered out as a Regiment in February 1899, 


The Regiment was not fully reorganized until 1902, and, after this 
reorganization it did state duty and engaged in field training annual- 
ly as National Guard Troops until 19 June 1916, when, at the call of 
the President of the United States, the Regiment was mustered into 
Federal service for duty on the Mexican border, The outfit was muster- 
ed out in March 1917. 


Only a short two months elapsed until, in April and May 1917, this 
Regiment was mustered in again, and on 5 August 1917 was inducted into 
Federal service. The units remained at their home stations until Sep- 
tember when they were sent to Fort Root, Little Rock, On 27 September 
1917 the old 2nd Arkansas Infantry was redesignated as the 142d Field 
Artillery Regiment. 


On 3 November 1917, the Regiment proceeded to Gamp Beauregard, 
Louisiana, concentrating camp for Arkansas, Louisiana and Mississippi 
Troops. The 142d Field Artillery formed a part of the 64th Field Art- 
illery Brigade there, and remained at Camp until 14 August 1918, when 
it left for overseas duty aboard the Leviathan with Colonel W.G.Ownbey 
of Springdale in command, The unit arrived in Brest, France on 7 Sep- 
tember 1918, 


Camp de Coetquidan (near Rennes) was the ultimate destination of the 
organization, and at this Artillery Training Center intensive training 
and preparation for immediate service at the front was carried out. 
Training lasted until 8 November 1918, when the Regiment was passed as 
being ready for combat and were awaiting orders when the armistice was 
signed, After the cessation of hostilities the Regiment fired for the 
Field Artillery Training Center which was maintained for officers of 
the Army of Occupation, The units sailed from France, 3 June 1919, and 
arrived at Camp Pike, Little Rock, 20 June 1919. The Regiment was dis- 
banded in the latter part of June of the same year, 


The 142d Field Artillery Regiment, Arkansas National Guard, was acti- 
vated 26 June 1931, and active in training at home stations, and with 
Summer Training periods at Fort Sill, Okla., Fort Riley, Kansas, and 
Army maneuvers in Minnesota and Arkansas, 


The 142d Field Artillery Regiment was called to active duty 6 Janu- 
ary 1941,and remained at home stations until 16 January 1941, at which 
time they departed for Fort Sill,Okla.,which was to be their new home, 
At Fort Sill, the unit immediately began an intensive training program, 
and also fired for the Field Artillery School at Fort Sill, The unit 
participated in the large Army maneuvers in Louisiana from August to 
September 1941, 


In March 1942, the unit was moved to Camp Bowie, Texas, where early 
in July it had to begin an intensive training program to train the 
newly arrived men who arrived to fill up the unit which had been badly 
depleted by loss of key personnel who were attending Officers Candi- 
date School and had furnished a cadre for the 422d Field Artillery 
Regiment, 


In February 1943, the 142d Field Artillery Regiment was broken up 
and the lst Battalion, 142d FA Regiment became the 936th FA Bn and re- 
mained attached to 142d FA Group. The 936th FA Bn remained at Camp 
Bowie, Texas, until late in 1943, when it departed for overseas, The 
unit landed in North Africa, but arrived too late to participate in 
the action, The unit began an intensive training program and was ready 
when they were ordered into Italy shortly after the invasion there. 
The unit remained in Italy throughout the war, and took part in the 
following campaigns: Naples-Foggia, Rome-Arno, Northern Rpennines and 
Po Valley. 


The 936th FA Bn was deactivated in 1945, and was reactivated 24 Oct- 
ober 1946 as part of the Arkansas National Guard with units at Fay- 
etteville, Bentonville, Berryville, Rogers and Harrison. The units 
trained at home stations, with summer camp training at Camp Robinson.

The 93@th FA Bn was ordered to active duty 21 August 1950 and re- 
mained at home station until 29 August 1950, when it departed by train 
for Camp Carson, Colo. The unit began an intensive training schedule 
10 September 1950, and by 15 December 1950 was packingequipment in 
preparation for overseas shipment. The 936th FA Bn departed San Fran- 
cisco, Calif., 23 January 1951 on the General Morton and arrived Pusan, 
Korea, 10 February 1951. Unit received further training near Taegu, 
Korea, and went by water from the east coast of Korea and arrived 
Seoul, Korea, 26 March 1951. The unit entered combat 29 March 1951, in 
support of $rd Inf Div. The 936th FA Bn remained continually in the 
line from 29 March 1951 until 30 March 1952 when the last of original 
personnel was rotated home. 


While in Korea, the 936th Field Artillery Battalion participated in 
the following campaigns: First UN Counteroffensive, CCF Spring Offens- 
ive; UN Summer-Fall Offensive and Second Korean Winter, 


The 936th Field Artillery Battalion (NGUS) was activated 10 Septem- 
be 1952 and has been in training at home stations with Summer Camp 
Field Training at Fort Sill, Okla., 16-30 August 1953.

He died Sept, 23, 1834, in his 44th 
year. He was a great believer in the colonization of Negroes in Africa, 
He emancipated his slaves at his death and provided them with a be- 
quest of $2,500 in gold in his will, The Negroes all went back to 
anki to live as freemen in the old haunts where they were born,

Miss Annie J, James, who was born in London, England, Feb.16, 1813, 
came to Fayetteville in February 1847 to teach in Miss Sawyer's school. 
The next year she opened her own school at Mt. Comfort. Here she 
married Rev, Lewis A. Marshall, who was preacher on the Fayetteville 
circuit. But he was appointed to the Pine Bluff circuit in 1851. So 
her school was abandoned and she accompanied her itinerant husband, 
He died in 1862 but she taught school in southwest Arkansas and north- 
west Louisiana and finally settled in Camden, where she died in 1910 
at the age of 97. (Riggin)

A Tribute to Judge Benjamin Franklin Campbell 
by O. E. Williams 


We have met today for the purpose of presenting the Distinguished 
Citizen citation to one who is in every way worthy and well qualified 
to receive it. Judge Campbell is entitled to receive this honor from 
the Washington County Historical Society on account of his long and 
honorable career as a citizen and public official of Fayetteville and 
Washington County and also on account of his pioneer background. His 
parents were among the first settlers of Washington County, were 
married here, and their fifteen children were born here, 


Judge Campbell was born on July 25,1857, and is, therefore, 96 years 
old today, His father, James McCutcheon Campbell, was born in Tenn- 
nessee on April 10, 1809,and died in January 1879. His mother, Minerva 
Marrs (Simpson) Campbell was born in Lexington, Kentucky, in 1813 and 
died at Fayetteville, Arkansas, January 9, 1902. 


James McCutcheon Campbell came to this county about 1830 and he and 
Minerva Marrs S;mpson, daughter of William Simpson and Margaret (Marrs) 
Simpson, were married in 1833, William Simpson and family moved to 
Arkansas and settled near Van Buren in 1815 and about 1819 he and four 
other men blazed the first trail over the Boston Mountains to the 
western part of Arkansas near Evansville where he and his family set- 
tled a short time thereafter and lived there for some time.Goodspeed's 
History of Northwest Arkansas at p.142 records these facts: 


"The following facts concerning the settlement of Washington County 
are fromthe pen of the late Rev. John Buchanan: 'In the year 1826, 
before the treaty was made giving white people the right of settling 
in what is now Washington County, six families, towit, John Alexander, 
two McG arrahs, two Sjmpsons, and one Shannon, moved there, Their 
settlement being a trespass, a command of soldiers was sent from Fort 
Gibson to move them off. This was done in August 1826, The settlers 
each had a small field of corn, which the soldiers cut down with their 
swords, After the soldiers returned to the fort, the families shocked 
up their corn and remained at their homes,!" 


And at page 145 of Goodspeed, we find the following statement: "In 
1827, John Conner remained one year in the vicinity of Evansville, 
where he found John Alexander, James Simpson, Hugh Spannon and John 
and William McGarrah,"! 


The families of William and James Simpson were among the first fam- 
ilies to settle in Washington County and they have many descendants 
here. Judge Campbell's mother was not over ten years old when she was 
brought into this section by her parents. Living among the Cherokees 
when they first came here, she learned to speak the Cherokee language 
as fluently as she spoke English. 


Shortly after their marriage in 1833, Judge Campbell's parents moved 
to Hogeye from Evansville, then to West Fork, and later, in 1853, they 
moved to the Middle Fork of White River near Harris, where they bought 
a farm for ~900 in gold and on this farm, B.F. Campbell was born, the 
fourteenth child ina family of fifteen. Before her death in 1902, 
Grandma Campbell had 110 grandchildren and great-granchildren,. She 
was a wonderful woman of great common sense and had a remarkable fam- 
ily. Her daughters married the following well-known men of Washington 
County: 


1. Mary Jane Campbell married John Quincy Benbrook in 1856. He was a 
prominent citizen of Fayetteville. His biographical sketch is found in 
Goodspeed's History of Northwest Arkansas at p.915. 

2. Margaret Ellen Campbell married Tasel Sidney Williams in 1855. 

3. Talitha Ann Campbell married Harvey Wood in 1856. 

4, Sarah Elizabeth Campbell married William Zera Mayes in 1860. He 
was the builder of Old Main at the University. His father was Rev.John 
Mayes, a pioneer of this section whose biography is found in Goodspeed 
at p.987. 

5. Martha Adaline Campbell married Tom Carlile in 18664. 

6. Matilda Evaline Campbell married Thomas J. Hunt in 1863. Colonel 
Hunt's biography is found in Goodspeed at pp. 961-962. He served in 
the Federal Army in the War Between the States and was at one time 
postmaster of Fayetteville. He formerly owned Waxhaws, early home of 
Governor Archibald Yell, 

7. Cassandra Josephine Campbell married George Wesley Drokein 1881. 
Dean Droke was for many years head of the Department of Mathematics 
and Astronomy at the University of Arkansas and was listed in Who's 
Who in America, 

8, Nancy Narcisse Campbell married M. Wright and later married John 
P. Scott, well-known business man and county official. 

9. Myra Katherine Campbell married Hosea Maguire, son of Green 
Maguire, in 1881. 


William Washington Campbell married Sallie Lewis and after her death 
married Mattie Ivy. Four children were born to the first union and 
three to the second. Three sisters and one brother of Judge Campbell 
died quite young. 


Judge Gampbell was educated in the public schools oof Washington 
County and at the University of Arkansas, His name is in the catalog 
of the Arkansas Industrial University of 1872. He later taught in the 
public schools of the county. 


Judge Campbell has been active in the business, civic and political 
affairs of the county for many years. He was one of the organizers of 
the Washington County Fair Association and the Arkansas National Bank 
and served on their boards of directors. He was for over 20 years on 
the municipal Water and Sewer Commission and served as its chairman. 
For more than half a century he was a leader in the Republican party 
in northwest Arkansas and was postmaster of Fayetteville during the 
administration of every Republican president from 1902 to 1930. He 
served as County Judge in 1919 and 1920, being the first Republican to 
serve in this office since Reconstruction, He served Fayetteville as 
president of the Chamber of Commerce, He was a popular public official 
in every capacity, honorable and true to every trust imposed in hin, 
He is highly worthy of the honor which is about to be conferred on hin, 


And now, Judge Benjamin Franklin Campbell, it is with great pride 
and pleasure that I present to you this citation. By authority vested 
in me by the Washington County Historical Society, I hereby present to 
you this scroll and confer upon you the title of Distinguished Citizen 
of Washington County and invest you with all the rights and privileges 
pertaining thereto. 


A Tribute to Dr. Edward Forrest Ellis on His 90th Birthday 


by F. S. Root 


(Editor's note: The following address was given on the occasion of 
the Washington County Historical Society's "Distinguished Citizen! 
award to Dr. Ellis, August 19, 1953. WJL) 


Dear Doctor Ellis: 

As admiring friends,we are here in recognition of your 90th birthday, 
Your long span of life, your strength of character, your sacrificing 
professional service, and your public relations and civic achievements 
have written upon our hearts, not with pencil but in indelible ink,the 
admonition set forth in a quotation from Benjamin Franklin, Quote-- 
"Dost thou love life? Then do not squander time, for it is the stuff 
life is made of,!! 


Your span of life exceeds that of the scriptural allotment to mortal 
man, Quote--''The days of our years are three score years and ten, and 
if by reason of strength, labor and sorrow -- ", So, we rejoice with 
you over the fact that Nature's laws (Divine laws) have sustained you 
through four score and ten years of an eventful life. We pray for you 
an added allotment of many years. Joys and sorrows have been strewn 
along the stream of life, yet the Spirit in man has been your pilot 
over the rough shoals, 


Doctor, this group of friends just naturally thinks of you in the 
terms of mature human being in full possession of the aptitudes, 
scientific knowledge, and experienced skills of a renowned "Family 
Doctor", Yet, of a fact, I have found out from a member of your family 
that you grew up from a child in about the same way that the rest of 
us did, So, for the information of these friends, I shall recount some 
of the interesting facts in your life's story. 


Edward Forrest Ellis was born on August 19, 1863, in St.Clakr County, 
Missouri, While a small boy he moved with his parents to War Eagle, 
Arkansas, where, in the vicinity of VanWinkle Mill, he began his ele- 
mentary education under John N, Tillman, who later became President of 
the University of Arkansas, and still later, a member of Congress, 


At the age of 16, young Edward entered the Springdale Academy, where 
he completed the prescribed course, with honor, and then began the 
study of medicine under the preceptorship of Dr, John Young, a much 
recognized physician in those early days, Young Edward's application 
for medical study soon qualified him for passing the examination under 
the County Medical Board, So, in 1884, he was authorized to practice 
medicine, 


In 1885, this young practitioner graduated from the Missour& Medical 
College with the degree of Doctor of Medicine, This College was later 
merged with the Washington University of St.Louis, 


From thence, Dr. Ellis has kept abreast with the rapid strides made 
in medical science, He has pursued post-graduate courses in such in- 
stitutions as Chicago Polyclinic, philadelphia Polyclinic and College 
for Graduates in Medicine in 1902, and in the New York Post-Graduate 
Medical School in 1908, He has been a persistent attendant upon lec- 
ture courses at the Mayo Clinic and other recognized medical centers. 


During his long years in practice, Dr.Ellis has acquired memberships 
in many professional organizations:—- Washington County and Arkansas 
Medical Societies in 1885; Fellowship in American College of Surgery 
in 1916 and in the International College of Surgeons in 1941, He is a 
founder-member of the Southwestern Surgical Congress andis also a 
member of the American Association of Railroad Surgeons and has served 
as president of the Frisco Medical Association, He has also served as 
president of the Washington County Medical Society and the Arkansas 
State Medical Society, and has served as delegate from the Arkansas 
Medical Society to the American Medical Association, He served on the 
State Board of Medical Examiners during the administrations of Govern- 
ors Futrell and Brough, In World War I he served as Contract Surgeon 
and as Medical Examiner for the Washington County Draft Board during 
World Wars I and II. 


Dr.Ellis has ever been active in civic affairs, For several years he 
served as Chief of Staff of our City Hospital and has been a staff 
member since its founding in 1912, He is a charter member of the Board 
of Directors of the First National Bank and was recently re-elected to 
his 50th annual term onthe Board, As a member of the Fayetteville 
School Board for 15 years and president of the Board for four years, 
he proved his ability as an executive under some trying situations. 
Revenues were less than limited, expansions were imperative, and in- 
dividual interests were in the making, all of which he met with caln- 
ness and decisive deliberations, The Harmon Field, the recreational 
center of Fayetteville, a project in which we Lions take much pride, 
is really the foster child of Dr, Ellis and his deceased wife, The 
Doctor sought out the site and contributed the first $100 toward pay- 
ment for the site, and Mrs,Ellis was the first chairman of the origin- 
al Playground Committee -~- then the PTA took over the project. 


"HOnor to those to whom honor is due" may be a verbose statement of 
wishful thinking, yet the following citations reveal an essence of 
truth in the case before us: "The Arkansas State Medical Society, at a 
service in 1932, presented Dr,Ellis with a bouquet of roses in honor 
of "Long and Faithful Service in Organized Medicine", Again in 1946 
the State Society presented him with a gold watch on which was en- 
graved, "With Esteem and Appreciation". Then in 1934, the Degree of 
Doctor of Laws was conferred on Dr.Ellis by the University of Arkansas 
in recognition of his scholarly attainments, 


In retrospect, Dr,Ellis first practiced medicine for eleven years in 
Hindsville, Arkansas, He then moved to Springdale in 1896, and from 
there to Fayetteville in 1904, where he has continued his medical 
practice until this very hour, 


As a culmination in tributes to the professional achievements of Dr, 
Ellis, there is none higher than the fact that his deep devotion to 
medical practice has influenced a daughter and two grand-children to 
become medical practitioners -- a carry-on from devotion in medical 
practice, 


Dear Doctor Ellis: You are the embodiment of scholarship, integrity, 
sympathy, devotion,and Christian faith, We respect you. We admire you. 
We adore you for what you are, for what you represent, and for what 
you have achieved in the cause of humanity. May continued good health, 
cherished friendships, and Divine favor be yours through all your 
future allotment of time, . 


Distinguished Citizen Award 
presented to Ellen Earle Richardson 
by

As is well known, the purpose of the Washington County Historical 
Society is to bring into notice, recognize and record historical facts 
and biographical data that have contributed to the development of this 
county. Within the few years of its existence, a great amount of valu- 
able material has been saved from oblivion, As a means of carrying out 
one of our purposes, we have hit upon the policy of conferring a cita- 
tion for notable service upon notable citizens of the county who have 
contributed to the development of the county and to the preservation 
of its history. At a recent meeting of the Executive Board - in spite 
of the fact that we get a great deal done, these meetings are really 
noisy and most talkative - above the din I heard the question, "Well, 
can't a simple person be great?" Dr,Fount was sitting beside me and l 
heard him say in most positive tones, "Yes". Perhaps he was merely be- 
ing philosophical; perhaps he was thinking of his mother. (He did not 
know that she had been chosen several months before to be a recipient 
of the award.) We have had many discussions as to what criteria shall 
determine eligibility for this award, Unable to set up definite stand- 
ards, we have come somehow to a feeling, more or less indefinable that 
a long life of service and a descent from a long line of ancestors who 
have had their roots deep in the history of the county are safe pre- 
requisites, So far no recipient has been under cighty years of age, 


Mrs, Ellen Earle Richardson, the honoree of our citation this after- 
noon, has led a simple, great life and she springs from the ancestral 
line of those sturdy, courageous men and women that have made history 
for Cane Hill and Washington County. The early settlers of Cane Hill 
were strong-hearted men, educated Christian people "who loved home, 
church, and school", They came from Middle Tennessee. Among them was 
the Rev,John Carnahan and when the weary travelers of 1827 chose their 
future abiding place here in the Cane Hill district and halted to un- 
load their belongings, Rev. Carnahan called them together in a fervent 
prayer to dedicate the new country and the new people. According to 
the program for the Centennial Pageant of 1927, pcrticipants were 
great, great grandsons and daughters, nicces, and nephews -- all des- 
cendants of these early settlers, In 1828 other pilgrims followed, 
There had been immigrants even before 1827. Among these early people 
were Carnahens, Pyeatts, Shannons, Lewises, Hagoods, Crawfords, Reeds, 
McCollochs, McClellans, Edmistons, Bateses, Beans, Buchanans, etc. 
(you know the list better than I.). 


It is from the Buchanans that Ellen Earle Richardson is descended, 
Rev. Andrew Buchanan in 1834 called the first meeting of the settlers 
to plan for @ permanent school. He lived near the spring in Prairie 
Grove but the meeting was held in the Cane Hill Meeting House, This 
wes the first step toward Cane Hill College, Two Buchanan brothers 
were Isaac and John and it is from John Buchanan and his wife Ellen 
Crawford Buchanan that Ellen Richardson is descended, Amanda Buchanan, 
their daughter, attended school at the Oxford Ladies! Seminary at 
Oxford, Mississippi, and graduated from Mt,Holyoke, Massachusetts, in 
1854. On her return to Cane Hill she became a teacher, "Instructress 
of Painting" in Cane Hill College, which had been chartered in 1852 by 


the Presbytery of the Cumberland Presbyterian Church, It was this 
college that persisted through various vicissitudes until 1890 when it 
ceased to offer college courses, The last building which housed the 
college has since been used for the public schools of Cane Hill, 


In 1859 a young minister, Rev,Fontaine Richard Earle of Greenville, 
Kentucky, was called to be president of Cane Hill College, He had a 
degree of Bachelor of Arts from Cumberland College, Lebanan, Tenn- 
essee,and a degree of Doctor of Philosophy from the Theological School. 
His in@ugural address delivered on June 24, 1859, is in the possession 
of Mrs,Richardson, The address, made to the "Gentlemen of the Board of 
Trustees and Respected Audience", is proof that the Board had made a 
wise choice, The address was written in a clear legible hand with a 
quill pen on the old foolscap paper of four pages to the sheet, Rev. 
Earle shows great respect for English grammar and rhetoric. Dr,Fount 
tells me that Major Earle always preferred a quill pen and that he re- 
members the quill pen on his grandfather's desk. (Knowing Major Earle 
as I did, I dare say that the small boy Fount did not touch that pen.) 
The address is an example of clear thinking and of a clear, definite 
philosophy of education, Here are a few quotations: 


"The members of the human family differ in language, in 
manners, in education, in civilization, There are still some 
fundamental principles with reference to which there is per- 
fect accordance, With diversity in individuals, diversity in 
institutions, diversity in modes, yet, in this Christian 
land at least, to do good is the broad platform upon which. 
stand intellectual and moral culture. There is something in 
man that prompts him to look for the blazed pathway of those 
who have gone before him, We, proud of our heritage and hav- 
ing reverence for those ancestral rites which are sanctioned 
by reason and propriety, should feel under obligation to 
observe them and interest ourselves for their perpetuation," 


He raises the old question What is a college? He speaks of 
the qualifications ofa faculty to direct students reasonably 
and wisely, saying that "time spent in college is not merely 
for sport and amusement". Education is "to teach the mind, 
to call into requisition and invigorate those intellectual 
powers with which the Creator has endowed the human mind", 
"Intellect is power", "Religion is the chief concern of mor- 
tals here below and no young expanding mind should be kept 
ignorant of its benefits". "No strength or brilliancy of 
intellect can atone for want of a good heart". "The fear of 
the Lord is the beginning of Wisdom", 


And this was the man that became the father of Ellen Earle Richard- 
son, Dr.Earle, as he was sometimes called, joined the Confederate army 
in 1861 and returned to Cane Hill in 1865, again as President of the 
College, and married Amanda Buchanan. He had become a Major and in 
later years was called Major Earle, A few years before his death he 
wes invited to Iowa to speak at a G.A.R. reunion, Dressed in his Con- 
federate uniform as he spoke of the union of the blue and gray with a 
breadth of mind and heart, he received great applause. His daughter 
Clara told me he considered this surrender one of the great acts of 
his life, Major Earle was also instrumental in bringing about the union 
of the Cumberland Presbyterian Church and the Presbyterian Church USA. 


Dr.Earle and Amanda Buchanan Earle were the parents of three child- 
ren who died in infancy, of Clara and Woodson, both deceased, of Ellen, 
and of Fount. Ellen wes born in this house on September 17, 1872. Here 
she grew up under the influence of her illustrious father and mother 
end the many distinguished guests who visited the Earles in this very 
house, built of native timber and stone, erected by native workmen, 
ceiled and paneled with native cherry wood tooled by native hands. 


She graduated in music from the Female Seminary, Lebanon, Tennessee, 
in 1892, She taught music in Ben Franklin, Texas, where she marricd 
Dr.John Allen Richardson, To this marriage were born John Earle, Fount 
Richard and Davis Payne. Lucille Richardson is a2 daughter of Dr.Rich- 
ardson by @ previous marriage. On the death of her husband in 1905, 
Mrs, Richardson returned to the old home where she lived with her 
father till his death in 1908, Her mother had passed away in 1894, 


There are seven grandsons and one great granddaughter. Three sons 
and two grandsons saw service in World War I and World War II. Mrs. 
Lucille Richardson Rowland is now engaged in nursing in Orange, Cali- 
fornia; John Earle Richardson of Salem, Illinois, is with the Magnolia 
Petroleum Oil Company; Fount Richard, a graduate of the Medical School 
of the University of Arkansas, is now head physician at the University; 
Devis Payne, 2 graduate of the University of Arkansas, received a de- 
gree of Doctor of Philosophy from the University of Chicago and is now 
Professor of Mathematics in the University of /rkansas, I have heard 
that a grandson, my little friend, Joseph Earle, has his eye set on 
the medical profession, As far as I can find, Mrs,Richardson, you have 
stirred up out of this brood only one minister. And of all things, he 
is preparing to be a minister in the Methodist Church, He graduated 
from the University of Arkansas with honors and is now a student in 
the &hool of Theology of Southern Methodist University in Dallas. 


In 1914 Mrs, Richardson moved from Cane Hill to a home on Leverette 
Street in Fayetteville in order to put her sons in college. Dr,Davis 
Richardson now occupies this home and Mrs,.Richardson lives in the home 
of Dr, Fount with occasional residence in the home of Davis. While she 
was living on Leverette Street she gave room and board to students in 
order to add to her income, . for in those days money did not grow on 
trees, At one time several Jewish boys from New York City, who hed en- 
rolled in the pre-Medic School, had difficulty in securing a place to 
live. Mrs.Richardson came to their rescue and made them feel at home 
in her home where they learned much of the history of this section. 
On occasion she took them to Cane Hill where I'm sure she fed them 
well. I shall always remember that caramel fudge cake, her culinary 
masterpiece, One of these boys remarked that they didn't know there 
could be such 2 woman, that there could be such a place as Cane Hill. 
They still remember her with gifts and cards, | 


After John had returned from World War I, there occurred some family 
disagreement without complete accord, John suggested, "Mother runs 
this boat. She's the Skipper."' This name of endearment is still heard 
in her family. } 


During her residence in Cane Hill Mrs. Richardson was always busy 
giving aid to people in her conmunity, teaching a Sunday School class, 
helping in all the church activities, being president of the mission- 
ary society which her mother and others had founded in the early days. 
She was untiring in her efforts to help the public school and teachers 
in order that the children of Cane Hill might not be deprived of an 
opportunity for education, She made great sacrifices, apparently with 
no hardship, for they were always made with that reassuring quiet 
smile. When she moved to Fayetteville, she continued her church activ- 
ities and taught a Sund2zy School class of teen-age girls. One of her 
chief services was rendered during World War I when she headed up the 
women's work in the county; she organized relief and Red Cross units, 
Liberty Bond drives, etc. She was a nurse during the tragic epidemic 
of influenza among the soldiers stationed at the University. She was 
always ready to answer any appeal,.All this while she was looking after 
the preservation of many historical documents and relics. She has 
collected and recorded the facts of Cane Hill history and has publish- 
ed articles in magazines and newspapers concerning the development of 
this community, and its contribution to the growth of this county and 
of the state, In her unpublished history are recorded facts and bio- 
graphical data of great value, She was one of the chief factors in 
‘promoting the Cane Hill Centennial celebration and the historical 
pageant in 1927, Her indefatigable interest and energy certainly merit 
the title of Distinguished Citizen. 


I have had the pleasure of tramping over these hills and valleys with 
Mrs, Richardson, After a refreshing drink from the old Earle spring 
and perhaps a glass of milk from the stone jars in the cool old spring 
house, we have climbed the hill to the north, We paused as she pointed 
out the enigmatical geological formations, saying that the complete 
story of Cane Hill had never been told, We paused to enjoy the red and 
gold columbine, which she loves, on the west slope and we came upon 
the limestone boulders loaded with thousands of fossils, centuries old. 
In her companionship, I realized that anyone who could read the story 
the fossils told must surely become aware of the magnitude and great- 
ness of the universe, 


And now as I recall those rambles, 2s well as the caramel fudge cake, 
I know, Mrs, Richardson, that any one who can read the story of your 
life and your service must find there an inspiration from a character 
so worthy of emuBtion, And as I stand here on this venerable spot I 
feel your peculiar kinship with these hills and placid streams, The 
cool, clear water from the spring has lent you a sparkling humor as it 
rippled with laughter and quiet smiles on the way to the old mill; the 
Silence and the calm of the clouds have lent you a faith as firm and 
Strong as the rock-ribs of the hillsides; the trees, the elms, the 
Willows andthe birches have lent you a grace of form; the sky has 
lent the blue to your gentle eyes as you have so often lifted them up 
to the mountains in worshipful spirit and in prayer. 


As a representative of the Washington County Historical Society, I 
am honored to present this Certificate to you, a simple great woman -- 
& real Skipper. 


Hditor'!s Note 


The death of Rev. G. W, Thompson in August removed another name from 
our list of charter members, He was a retired preacher and had been 
born in the hills of Independence County nearly 80 years ago.He taught 
school at a time and place where most school conveniences were unknown. 
He had been a Cumberland Presbyterian preacher for 56 years and was 
one of the Arkansas delegates that voted against the Presbyterian mer-— 
ger in the historic meeting at Decatur, I1l., a half century ago. The 
University and the state owe him a debt for his presentation to the 
University Library of a complete set of the proceedings of the Arkan- 
sas Presbytery, of which he was Clerk for many years, 

Rev, Thompson was a member of the Masonic Lodge for 56 years. Last 
November the Batesville News Review published an account of the three 
Thompson brothers, whose combined Masonic membership showed a total of 
153 years -—— G. W., 56 years; Joe, 51 years; and John, 46 years -- all 
in Montgomery Lodge No. 360, F&AM, Sandtown, Ark. 

Several months ago Rev,Thompson came into my office and handed me an 
account he had written of a visit to the old home cemetery near Bates-— 
ville, where his wife and parents are buried, Where he himself now 
rests, He had visited the sacred spot and had written his memories of 
1 Uie I should have printed the piece in FLASHBACK -- it would have 
pleased the old gentleman, But the Washington County connection was 
too slight, so I passed it up. 

Here it is now —— as a belated tribute to a man who was kindness and 
humility personified, -—— W.J.Lemke 


MEMORIES 
by Rev. G.W.Thompson (1874-1953) 


Not long since, I visited my old home after many years of absence, 
and memories, fast and vivid, came to my mind, As I left the train at 
the station and walked up the streets of the "old home town", I met 
but few whom I had ever known and not one of the business and profess- 
ional men of the old days were to be found, All were gone and their 
places occupied by strangers, 


As I left town for the old homestead, I passed the church where 
nearly three score and ten years ago I spent my first day in school, 
and where more than 50 years ago I attempted to preach my first sermon 
and where also more than 40 years ago I made my first political speech, 


I passed on three miles and came to the spot on which once stood the 
house where I was born, and passed on a few hundred yards to the 
little mounds in the family cemetery where lie the bodies of my father 
end mother and about twenty-five ether kindred, 


From there I crossed the valley to the house where I grew to manhood 
and as I passed through the lane where runs the county road I observed 
on either side the fertile and well-kept farm of my boyhood days, now 
eroded and worn out and practically worthless, and came to "our home", 
once the best and most beautiful for miles around, now dilapidated and 
in ruin, and went into the room where many years ago passed away both 
my mother and father, 


I went out in the now barren and desolate yard, where I could almost 
see my little barefoot footprints and hear the laughter of my brothers 
and sisters as we played together — a family now scattered from Flor- 
ida to California, I then went a very short distance to our district 
school house, where I received my elementary education and ater 
taught eight terms of school, my two brothers and three sisters being 
among my pupils. From the school house I passed on to the country 
church where as a boy I was converted and joined the church and as a 
young man, in the Hall above, I was admitted as a member of both the 
F, & A.M, and the I.0.0.F, Indges and later served both as presiding 
officer. | 


From thence I journeyed several miles south of west to the ehurch 
where I was licensed to preach in 1896 and thence returned a short 
distance to the house where nearly forty years ago I married, to the 
best and most beautiful young woman in all the world; then across the 
valley with sad heart I wentte the house where she died several years 
ago, leaving me sad and lonely. 


Thence I passed on to the country churchyard, where with uncovered 
head and tear-dimmed eyes I stood by the little mound where some ef 
these days, not far in the future, I expect to be buried beside her 
whom I loved most of all, and who loved me with a love that was true 
and unfaltering, 


I realize that I am drawing near to the end of the trail; for my 
form is now stooped, my eyes dim, my hearing dull, my step faltering, 
and my hair thin and gray; yet the end holds no terror for me, for 
with all my mistakes and errors, my supreme effert —— my religien — 
has been to be a "friend to man'' and to keep young in mind and keep 
the aerials of life up to catch the waves of optimism and hope; _ to 
have at all times the courage of my convictions and to hold fast to 
principle when confronted by policy or popularity; te stand up and be 
a man. 


My work is done, I am only waiting for my call to the "undiscovered 
country from whose bourne no traveler returns", there to be welcomed 
by "those I loved and lest a while", and I ask for no elaborate monu- 
ment te mark my last resting place; but if a modest stone is placed to 
mark my grave, let there be lettered on it "A man who had the courage 
of his convictions and was a friend to man", Bryant's "Thantopsis" is 
my favorite in all literature,

The Editor's Page 


Mrs.M,D,.McLean remembered the reference to William McK, Ball, cashier 
of the Fayetteville Branch of the State Bank of Arkansas, that appeared 
in the last issue of FLASHBACK. So, when she ran across the following 
story in an old Texas newspaper this summer, she immediately associa- 
ted it with the FLASHBACK story, and sent it to us, The story appeared 
in The Red-Lander of St, Augustine, Texas, for Sept.23, 1841. It reads 
as follows: | 

"There is a runaway defaulter to the Bank of Fayetteville, 
Ark,, said to have made his way to Texas, with some seventy- 
five thousand dollars in his pocket, Who!ll find him first, 
and -- take the gentleman back?" 


Washington County readers will be interested in an article, "The 
Greathouse Family ~- Pulaski County Pioneers", in the September issue 
of the Pulaski County Historical Review, According to the article, 
Gabriel Greathouse and his wife Ruth came to Arkansas from Kentucky in 
1819 or 1820, settling in Pyeatt Township, Pulaski County. The rela- 
tionship of these pioneers with the Greathouse family of Elm Springs 
in Washington County is not clear, However, Capt. Jack Greathouse of 
Fayetteville is working on the family genealogy and we hope to publish 
the results of his research, 


This issue of FLASHBACK completes our third volume, The first number

so Washington County is now represented in the New York Library, In 
this connection, we should also mention that our publications are on 
file in the libraries of Arkansas Sate Teachers College, Conway; 
Arkansas Polytechnic College, Russellville; and State Sanatorium at 
Booneville. These institutions have Arkansas historical collections in 
their libraries, 


The first three volumes (bound) of the "Publications of the Arkansas 
Historical Association" have been presented to our Society by Dr. 
David Causey of the University!s zoology department, They are origin- 
ally in the library of the late Dr, A.S,Gregg of Fayetteville. We are 
gradually acquiring a shelf of excellent reference books on Washington 
County history, which are available to any of our members who wish to 
use them, 


The Fayetteville Fornado of 1880 


A well-preserved copy of a joint extra edition ef the Fayetteville 
Democrat and Sentinel, issued April 19, 1880, has been added to the 
files of the Washington County Historical Society. The extra, printed 
on both sides of a single sheet, reports the destructive tornado that 
struck Fayetteville April 18, 1880. Both newspaper offices were badly 
damaged but by pooling their resources they managed to get out this 
special issue on the day following the storm. Complete contents of the 
extra are as follows:

At about half past 8 o'clock last night, the most terrible and de- 
structive tornado ever: known in this county passed through the town of 
Fayetteville, 

It struck the town in the southwestern part, and extended through it 
in a northeasterly direction, sweeping almost every building in its 
course for more than half a mile, 

It entered the business part of the town on the southwest corner of 
the Square. The Tremont House, a three-story brick hotel on the south- 
west corner, belonging to H.L.Glass, was completely wrecked, 

Every building on the south side of the public square was totally 
demolished, except the Democrat office and the house adjoining, which 
is occupied by Mrs,North & Pollard as a millinery establishment, 

The track of the tornado was about 30 feet wide, and not a single 
building or fence in its course escaped destruction or injury. Barns, 
outhouses, fences and trees were all swept away. Amid all the destruc- 
tion of property, it is almost miraculous how so few persons were in- 
jured. Only two were killed outright— Mrs,Glass and 4 colored child,

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Several, persons: ware more or less seriously hurt. Among others, Mr, 
Lafayette Bishop. and his wife, in the eastern part of town, were | 
hurt. by the falling of their house. A colored woman had her thigh 
broken, and another had an arm broken, and we hear of others who were | 
bruised seriously. The loss to property cannot at this time be estin- 
ated. with any degree of accuracy. Besides the loss of the buildings, 
the damage to goods: and personal property is immense. 


It is impossible today to form an estimate of the loss of property. 
The ‘Messrs, Baum have certainly lost not less than $25,000 or $35,000. 
The Tremont House, belong to Mr.Glass, was almost totally destroyed. 
Mr.J.L.Vaughan's loss on residence and stable about $2000. Mr.Jennings' 
loss in livery stable and stock, about 94000. Maurice Coffey's loss in 
his shops, about $1500. The Mountain Hotel is damaged about $1000. The 
Pettigrew building, belonging to Sheriff Pettigrew, was destroyed. 
Loss about $2500, 


Mrs. Nixon's loss in millinery goods, several hundred dollars, T.D. 
Boles! loss about $2000. Dr.Paddock's loss several hundred dollars, 
Mr.Kelton's loss about $2000. Dan Jobe"s loss several hundred dollars. 

On the first floor of the Pettigrew house was John Buie's furniture 
store, and George Sutton's saddle and harness shop.On the second floor 
was Dr.Southworth's dental office, Dr.Wood's office, Hansard's picture 
gallery and the Hall of Odd Fellows and Knights of Honor. The stocks 
of Buie and Sutton were badly damaged. Dr.Southworth's dental chair 
and furniture were smashed to atoms, Dr. Wood's loss was serious, The 
Odd Fellows and Knights lost nearly everything. Hansard's gallery and 
stock was completely demolished. 


Both the two-story brick business houses of Baum & Bros. on the east 
side were blown down, and the front of the Sentinel office was blown 
off. The Mountain Hotel, a large three-story brick in the eastern part 
of the town, was considerably damaged -- the tin roof being torn away 
and a portion of the south end of the upper stories being blown off. 


Jennings’ livery stable, a substantial brick building, was totally 
demolished, and a number of horses were killed or injured. 

Coffey's Shop, another two-story brick building, was blown down, 

The livery stable of Vaughan & Barry was unroofed and badly damaged, 
The. elegant two-story brick residence of Capt.J.E.Vaughan which had 
just been finished, was literally swept away, as was also the residence 

of Dr. Paddock, } 

The building occupied by Mrs. Nixon belonged to G.W.M.Reed; totally 
destroyed. Loss, about one thousand dollars, 

Jennings! livery stable is a complete wreck. Mr.Jennings lost three 
horses killed, including a fine stallion. Also two horses belonging to 
Mr, Bob Arrington, of the house of Orr & Lindsley. 

The house of Thos.D.Boles, south side of the square, was unroofed, 
the second story and the whole front blown off. 

The roof of Jernigan,: Botefuhr & Co's brick business house was par- 
tially torn off and a portion of their goods slightly damaged. 

The front of the postoffice building was mashed in from falling timber, 

The roof of Bob Stone! s book store was opened, and the house deluged 
with water, 

Capt. George Albright'''s residence and outbuildings were damaged: to the 
extent of at least $500. 

Mrs.Crouch's residence was struck by the cyclone and seriously damaged, 


The house on the: southeast corner of the square, adjoining Boles' 
Store, had the entire front and a portion of the roof torn off, Slight 
damage to the goods, belonging to C.C.Conner, 

Many others, whose names we have not been able to get, sustained 
serious losses, 


It is indeed miraculous that many more people were not killed and 
wounded, 

Jessie Monroe was in the second story of his saddlery establishment 
and jumped from a window, He is injured, though not seriously. 

.Geo,Denton and another gentleman, of Evansville, were occupying room 
in the second story of the Tremont House, which was the only room unin- 
jured on the second floor, the third story being entirely swept away. 

Messrs, Baum & Bros. are moving their stock to the Bozarth building, 
north side of the square, where they will continue business as soon as 
practicable, 

Lightning struck the residence of Mr.G.F.L.Rudolph during the storm, 
tore several holes in the building and wrecked a bedstead upon which - 
his children were sleeping, None of his family were injured, 

"Happy Hollow", the eastern part of town, inhabited chiefly by col- 
ored families, was leveled to the ground, 

Gen.Hill suspended exercises at the University today, and professors 
and students are at work assisting citizens in cleaning up the debris 
and recovering property from the ruins, 

Reports from the southwest inform us that there is no damage beyond 
the limits of the city. The cyclone was evidently preduced by opposing 
currents which met about the fair grounds, one mile southwest of the 
city. The course from that point is about 30 degrees north of east. 

At this writing we have heard of no damage on the line of travel of 
the cyclone east of town, except the destruction of the house occupied 
by Mr.J.H.Jenkins on F.M.Boyd's place, 6 miles from tow, 

The town is thronged with people from the country, offering sympathy 
and assistance to our distressed people, 

The Odd Fellows met at the courthouse at 11 o'clock and took steps 
for the immediate relief of distressed members of the order, 

The funeral of Mrs.Glass will take place at the Baptist Church tomor- 
row at 10 o'clock, The remains will be in charge and buried by the Odd 
Fellows, Let the business of the town be suspended, and let our citi- 
zens attend the burial. 

At 8 o'clock Monday morning a meeting was held at the court house to 
adopt measures looking toward the relief of our unfortunate citizens 
who suffered, Mayor VanHoose was called to the chair and eloquently 
spoke of the terrible devastation in our beautiful city, and explained 
the object of the meeting. On motion of E.B.Moore, a Relief Committee 
was appointed, as follows: Rev.J.J.Vaulx, chairman; E.B.Moore, I. M. 
Partridge, G.W.M.Reed, A.S.Gregg, W.F.Stirman, J.H.VanHoose, Rev. Mr. 
Jeffers, C.S.Hauptman, Prof.T.C.Welch, On motion of C.S.Hauptman, a 
committee on Finance was appointed as follows: H.A.Dinsmore, chairman; 
J.L.Cravens, Geo,S.Albright, Prof.N.P.Gates, 

The meeting then adjourned to 2 o'clock this afternoon, when reports 
of the committees will be heard, 

This is a matter in which all should take a deep interest, and we hope 
to see a large attendance at the 2 o'clock meeting. Many of our citizens 
have lost their all, have been rendered destitute, and we know our gen- 
erous-hearted people will liberally respond to their wants. 


The Democrat office received a severe wrench, The west wall and rear 
end was considerably damaged, The damage done to this office and to the 
Sentinel is of such a serious nature that neither will be enabled to 
get out a paper this week, The two, jointly, will issue another extra 
during the week, 


Judge Bates settled in Crawford County 
Judge James Woodson Bates of Batesville, who held the first court in 


Washington County (Fayetteville 1829), moved to Crawrord County that 
same year and, marrying a wealthy widow, settled on a-large plantation 
below Van furen, He was a brother of Edward Bates, attorney general in 
President Lincoln's cabinet. (J,S.Utley) 


University Presidents from nine states 
Of the 13 presidents of the University of Arkansas, only one was a 


native of the state -- Dr, Arthur M, Harding. Three were born in Vir- 
ginia (Edgar, Murfee, Buchanan), two in South Carolina (Hill, Hartzog), 
two in Missouri (Tillman, Fulbright), and one each in Kentucky (Gates), 
New York (Bishop), Tennessee (Futrall), Nebraska (Jones), and Mississ- 
ippi (Caldwell). Fulbright was the youngest president (34)and Buchanan 
the oldest when he took office (62). (Harrison Hale) 


Shiloh Institute established at Springdale 
At .a meeting of the Rptist State Convention at Austin,Ark., in 1872, 


Rev. J. Dunnagin and Rev. J.W.Sykes reported that Shiloh Institute had 
been established at Springdale, that the school was in a prosperous 
condition, and that it was fostered by Dardanelle, Fayetteville and 
State Corner Associations in Arkansas and Shoal Creek Association in 
Missouri...This academy was presided over by Rev, Lewis Barnes, It was 
at this institution that Rev.C.E.Smith received his academic training. 
He was the first foreign missionary sent out from the Baptists in 
Arkansas, (J.B.Searcy) 


_ Archibald Yell, extensive land-owner in count 
The home of Archibald Yell, second governor of Arkansas, twice Con- 


gressman, and hero of Buena Vista, where he lost his life in an intre- 

pid cavalry charge, is located on the old Frog Bayou road south of 
Fayetteville, This home was a one-story frame building with four rooms. 
On both sides of the main residence were two smaller houses, one of 
which was used by Yell as a law office, the other as a company room, 

These houses were built by Yell in 1833 and were the only buildings in 

Fayetteville at that time painted white. Besides this residence, Yell 

had two valuable plantations near Fayetteville: one on the Illinois 

River 14 miles west, the other on the West Fork of White River about 

3 miles east of town, (C.H. Brough) 


Washington County troops in War with Spain 


The first Arkansas regiment mustered in for the War with Spain (on 
May 18, 1898) was the First Arkansas Volunteer Infantry, with Colonel 
Elias Chandler of Fayetteville commanding. He was a West Point gradu- 
ate and had been on detached duty as professor of military science in 
the University of Arkansas, 

Company D of this regiment. was raised in Washington and Sebastian 
counties, with the following officers: Carrol F. Armistead, Captain 
(resigned in July to accept commission in regular army, and was suc- 
ceeded by Charles D. Coffey); Wm. M, Fishback Jr., lst Lieutenant; and 
Lamar G. Humphry, 2d Lieutenant, This company lost two men: William M, 
Lawson, who was accidentally killed during target practice, and John 
Niger, who died July 21, 1898, mae 

Company F came from Washington and Fenton counties. James L, Long 
was Captain, George W. Tipton lst Lieutenant, and Wm, I. Thompson 2nd 
Lieutenant. Sgt. James L. Strickland was the only death reported in 
this company. (Dallas Herndon)

It had a very few graves 
in a very small cemetery, The building has long been gone and the very 
small cemetery is hard to find, Remembering this eemetery as a boy, I 
hunted for it the other afternoon -—— and at last found it, There was 
only one stone that could be read. This is the lettering upon it:

Thornsberry Cemetery 


This cemetery is on the historic Thornsberry campground, in the 
northwest corner of Washington County, The campground was in use be- 
fore the Civil War, and the cemetery appears to date back to the early 
40's. Two old burial dates are on the Mirgess monument, which appar- 
ently was erected as a memorial in more recent years. The Burgess mon- 
ument is inscribed with the names of 
Richard Burgess (1782~1861) and Elizabeth Burgess (1792-1818) 


An unusual grave in the Thornsberry cemetery is that of a soldier of 
the «merican Revolutien - John Robinson, died 1842, It has been marked 
by Marion Chapter D.A.R. Beside him is the grave of John B. Robinson 
(1881-1854) -- possibly his son. Among other pioneers buried in the 
Thornsberry churchyard are:

Fayetteville Had a Wartime Newspaper in 1862 


Ted R,Worley, chairman of the Arkansas History Commission and editor 
of The Arkansas Historical Quarterly, has discovered a Fayetteville 
Civil War newspaper about which we had not previously known, Mr.Worley 
writes as follows: , 


I have found here in the Eno Collection a copy of The War Bulletin, 
published at Fayetteville in 1862 by John Henry Brown, The issue is 
dated February 4, 1862, Number 5; no volume number is given. It was 
once the property of Mrs, Clem Watson Boles of Fayetteville, as shown 
by her inscription on the front-page margin, The Bulletin was printed 
on brown paper, has four pages, three colums, An "Explanatory" by the 
editor says: 


"This sheet will be issued at irregular intervals, while the patriot 
army remains in winter quarters, for gratuitous circulation among the 
gallant soldiery, in order :to give them the substance of the most in- 
portant news as it arrives, Pains will be taken to collate and con- 
dense what may be deemed reliable information — passing in silence the 
constantly recurring false rumors retailed by a class of itinerant 
gassometers, who ought to be arrested and put to work for government, 
in chain gangs, until the close of the war, 

"This sheet has nothing to do with local or state matters, The edit- 
or resides in Texas and is here, a stranger, to aid in the defense of 
constitutional Liberty against the mercenary minions of the child- 
murdering, woman-insulting, house-burning, negro-stealing, 'Bull-Run!- 
ing, infidel Yankee nation — no more, no less," 


This issue of the Bulletin contains the names of 62 Confederate sol- 
diers who had died in the vicinity of Fayetteville, at Mt.Comfort hos- 
pital, and at the Ozark and Fayetteville hospitals, The Ozark Hospital 
was near that at Mt.Comfort, which was three miles west of Fayette- 
ville, The burial places of the soldiers are given, General Ben 
McCulloch's proclamation to his soldiers occupies a prominent place, 
So does an article on General Earl VanDorn,newly-appointed to the com- 
mand of Confederate armies in Arkansas,Missouri,and Indian Territory, 


But the longest article of all is about the snowstorm of January 28 
and the snow "mania" that accompanied it. A foot of snow blanketéd 
Fayetteville, and this, to the boys from Louisiana and south Texas 
stationed there, was something new, The young soldiers went wild, 
rolled their officers in the: snow; peaceful and unsuspecting civilians 
were suddenly seized and buried and "resurrected", The "burials", 
accomplished sometimes by as many as 50 soldiers throwing and pawing 
snow on the victims, were accompanied by such yelling and whooping "as 
were never heard this side ofthe masterly Yankee advance upon Manasseh!!
